A Heavy Vote Being Polled in all 
3 the Wards. 
The Democratic Ticket Probably 
Elected in Full,

But Garesche is Hotly Pressed by Vogel--The

The election is progressing in a very quiet 
and orderly manner, with little excitement. 
The day is being. observetl almost as a holi- 
day. The exchanges and public buildings 
are all closed. The number of people on the 


streets down town is noticeably small, the 
appearances. being the same during the 
morning hours as‘on Sunday. 

| The yarious - political ‘headquarters, which 
were the scenes of such excitement during 
the last several weeks, are deserted to-day. 
Up to 11 a, m. the doors were closed, and af- 
ter that time aman or two straggled in, but 
they were mostly fellows who 
had failed to secure work to do. 
The politicians and members of various com- 
mittees had all seattered to their various 
wards, and were to be found there doing the 
work cut out for them. Even Dr. McLean’s 
office, which has been the great 
rendezvous for the last week, was 
left without a single caller. 
Speculations about the vote up to noon were 
as numerous as they were unreliable. It was 
generally admitted that the citizens were 
coming out as my never had before. All of 
the business men in the up-town wards were 
reported to have voted before they came 
down town, and in this way 
the early ballotting was considerable. 
After 9 o’elock, the number of votes east 
dropped off visibly, and from that hour until 
noon the precinct polling places were mostly 
abandoned to the ticket peddlers ‘and the 
judges and clerks, a voter every twenty 
minutes being abont’ the average. 
At the dinner hour business in this direction 
was more lively, and at 1 p. m. a canvass of a 
number of polling places brought out the fact 
that about one-fifth of the _ reg- 
istered vote had been already cast. 
Of course,the heaviest balloting will be done 
between 4 p. m. and sundown. In several 
places, and especially up in the Eighth Con- 
gressional District, the manufacturing estab- 
lishments will let their employees off at 4 P; 
mi. to allow them time to dé 
their duty as American citizens.

ARMY REPORT. 


Gen. Sherman Makes His Annual 
Showing and Recom- 
mendations. 


Motions Filed in the Soteldo Triai--The 
Jeannette Inquiry--Current 
Topics. 


WASHINGTON, November 7.—The annual 
report of Gen. Sherman was given publicly 
to-day. It is accompanied by a report of the 
Division Commanders of Gen. Sheridan and 
Inspector Gen. Lackett. The report shows 
the general staff to consist of 573 offi- 
cers and 1,216 enlisted men. The army 
proper consists of ten regiments of cavalry, 
431 officers and 6,388 men; five regiments of 
artillery, 280 officers and 2,493 men, the 
total, including available men detailed at 
various points, being 2,162 officers and 
23,024 men. He says. the ex- 
perience of the world shows 


that but sixty-six per cent of an army is 
available for active service, and as 25,000 are 
really needed for a standing army, he recom- 
mends that the limit of the army be increased 
to 30,000. The officers and menin the army 
are now, he says, overworked and must con- 
tinue so unless the number is increased. 
He reviews the work of the 
year somewhat in detail, arriving at the con- 
clusion that there has been a less number of 
Indian outbreaks in this year than at any 
time for twenty years. Part of this is due to 
the efficiency of the army and part to the ad- 
vancement of civilization in the West. 
The report devotes considerable space 
to the growth of the great West, and says that 
now thatthe transition period is ast, itis the 
duty of the Government to select certain 
strategetic points for permanent army posts, 
and construct comfortable buildings on them 
so as not to longer compel the officers and 


men to live in holes in the ground, 
shanties or green cottonwood log huts as 
heretofore. There have been 1,741 trials by 


court martial during the year. He recom- 
mends a change in the sy stems of court mar- 
tial, sang the present system established 
by custom in the E nglish army a hundred 
years ago, when the habit was to dine 
at 3 o’clock, and get drunk 
which habit is now happily 
The number of desertions 
during the year was 3.721, and of enlistments 
and re-enlistinents 7,341. Commenting on 
the number of desertions he says many are 
those of men who enlist in Eastern cities, and 
after getting free transportation West desert, 
knowing there will be no effort to bring them 
back or punish tham. The remedy, he thinks, 
is in better treatment of those who stay, and 
more severe punishment of the deserters. He 
recommends an increase of the pay of men to 
$16 per month instead of $13, as now,and that 
the punishment for desertion be made more 
severe, inflicting capital punishment in ag- 
gravated cases asis done by other countries. 
The general condition of the army personnel 
has improved as has the general condition of 
the people of the country at large. The re- 
cent rifle contests have made great 
improvementin the marksmanship of the 
menand he recommends an appropriation 
for continuing the work.. He ee 
the adoptionof some plan by which yi- 
ments and officers can be given defin te 
terms in remote posts and be then allowed to 
return to the comforts of civilized life and 
their places be taken by others. He 
recommends the employment of teachers for 
the schools at the little posts, saying that 
men from the army cannot’ be spared for this 
purpose, and remarking that as officers, in 
spite of sage advice, will marry and have 
families, they ought to be provided for in the 
best manner possible.

WASHINGTON, November 7.—Deputy Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Williams writes 
from Ridgeway, South Carolina, to the etfect 
that he recently arrested W. J. Johnson. a 
merchant at Blythewood, South Carolina, for 
violating the revenue laws and that the pris- 
oner was given a hearing and bound over to 
appear before the propercourt. Subsequent- 
ly the Deputy was assaulted by friends of 
the prisoner whilein a railway train. Three 
pistol shots were fired at him. The offend- 
ing party defied the revenue laws and swore

| MORMON RECRUITS. 

“nother importation of four hundred and 
twenty-three Mormon recruits for Utah ar- 
rived at New York on Friday last, making 
the whole number imported from Europe 
within the past twelve months over four 
thousand. A New York paper savs fully 
one-third are robust young men and women, 
unmarried, and having the appearance of 
Old World agricultural laborers, especially 
“the mild bovine expression of the eyes that 
betokens potatoes and oatmeal in the past 
and docile obedience in the future.” Elder 
STRINGFELLOW, the missionary who accomn- 
panied them, told a reporter that they had 
ten thousand Mormon converts in England, 
Seotiand and Wales yet ready to come. What 
is to be done with this plastic and raw ma- 
terial, he thus explained: 

We will fll the offices, both local and territo- 
rial, with Mormons, and lam coufident that we 
willeleet our Representative to Congress. The 
reason why Iam so emphatic in my opinion is be- 
cause our people have the control of the great 
middle class of the population of Utah, and the 
Gentiles bold only a few of the Federal offices. 

Down in the Indian Territory, where the 
people do not appreciate our system of self- 
government, we permit them to retain their 
old tribal organizations, holding the land in 
common, and with any religion they please. 
But we do not permit them to exercise juris- 
dietion over any citzen of the United States, 
nor trust them with the enforcement of our 
Jaws. When they violate those laws they are 
arrested and takento Fort Smith and tried 
before a U.S. Judge and an Arkansas jury. 
In Utah, on the contrary, where the Mormon 
priesthoods are building up out of ignorant 
and alien material a powerful theocratic or- 
ganization utterly hostile to our institutions 
and systems of government, we insist on en- 
dowing them with all the civil and political 
powers of American citizenship, to be used 
in nullifying our laws and in buildirg upa 
hostile and usurping government on our 
If the False Prophet of the Soudan 
should eseape to one of our unsettled Terri- 
i tories with a hundred theusand followers, 
_and we should give them the right of local 
_ self-government undera Territorial organiza- 
| tion, with the privilege of gathering all the 
| scattered tribes of Islam there to substitate 
| the law of the Koran and the authority of 
'the Mohammedan church for the Constitu- 


tion and 
| should be doing precisely what we are doing 
inthe case of the Mormons. We are con- 


, 


ferring upon the latter political and civil 
power to nullify our statutes and to dedicate 
a large part of our domain to the uses of a 
theocracy which expects to be strong enough 
in a fews years to throw off all pretense of 
allegiance. It is unwise and mischievous to 
trust the ballot or any other instrumental- 
ity of self-government to men who openly 
declare it their religious duty to violate the 
laws of the Union and to hold its sovereign- 
ty as a thing subordimate to the decrees of a 
priesthood.

THE NEW GRAIN ROUTE. 

The opening of the Southern Pacific Road 
from the Pacific coast to New Orleans indi- 
cates a change in the carrying trade of the 
world which has a direct interest for St. 
Louis. The surplus crop of wheat which has 
annually been shipped from San Francisco to 
Europe has ranged frem half a. million to 
seven hundred thousand tons, or from seven- 
teen to twenty-five millions of bushels. This 
yast amount of freight is hereafter to go 
overland to New Orleans, and thence to 
Europe. 

The change will be made by cheap freights. 
Hitherto this wheat has been carried in 
English sailing vessels around Cape Horn, a 
voyage of from four to six months, and at 
rates which have never been less than twelve 
dollars a ton and have often exceeded twenty 
dollars, The average haul from California 
to New Orleans will not exceed seventeen 
hundred miles, and a maximum rate of nine 
dollars a ton will give the railroad 
company a profit on the business. In 
England the great coal carrying compa- 
nies have shown that coal can profitably be 
hauled for half a cent a ton a mile when the 
amount of business is sufficient, and the

Orleans, and this increase in the tonnage of 
that port will steady rates and give our river 
business that security which it has hitherto 
lacked. The want of tonnage at New Or- 
jeans has at times been a serious drawback 
to eur grain business, but we may rest as- 
sured that the Southern Pacifie Company is 
not going to ship to New Orleans until it 
has secured through rate~ to England and 
made arrangements for the requisite ton- 
nage. 

We may expect ina yearto see the ton- 
nage of the port of New Orleans nearly 
doubled, with a corresponding increase in its 
imports and a reduction on the freight rates 
from Europe, This will add greatly to the 
business resources of St. Louis, and it would 
be well for our merchants to show that they 
are ready to do their share in taking charge 
of the anticipated increase of trade. 


CANAL TOLLS. 

It appears to be generally conceded that 
the voters of New York will to-day, by a 
large majority, adopt the Constitutional 
Amendment making the Erie Canal free. 
New York owes her financial and commercial 
supremacy in this country to that waterway 
connecting the great lakes with the Atlantic, 
Had any natural barrier rendered its con- 
struction impossible, or if the foresight 
whieh projected it had been wanting, New 
Orleans would have become, ere now, the 
metropolis of the Union. As itis, the large 
increase of grain shipments, via the Mississ- 
ippi, the diversion of exports to Baltimore 
and other Atlantic cities, and the comple- 
tion of the Welland Ship Canal, making the 
St. Lawrence another open outlet for the 
navigation of the great lakes, admenish 
New York thatshe cannot maintain her 
past supremacy in commerce without offer- 
ing still the cheapest transportation to 
the products of the West. We have 
no doubt the time will come when it will pay 
her well to double the capacity of the Erie 
Canal, and to offer every encouragement to 
free competition in its use for transporting 
freights. The tolls she has collected from 
tonnage to keep itin repair amount to an in- 
significant sum compared with the tolls her 
commerce has gathered from the trade it has 
brought to her cities. But ina letter to a free 
canal meeting, ex-Goy. Seymour has re- 
cently put the argument for the abolition of 
canal tolls upon the broad high grounds of 
national benefit, which New York may con- 
fer by keeping transportation down so low as 
to hold the products of the great West tribu- 
tary to her trade, in spite of all competing 
routes to other ports. Gov. SEYMOUR says: 

The Government reperts show that when cana} 
and railroad charges were high, ourexports in 
1860 were only €333,576,087 ; In 1870they were only 
$302,771,768. In 1870 the policy of reducing canal 
charges on our exports was begun, and was fol- 
lowed by the railroads. 

In 1880 the exports were $835,638,158 showing 
that under low tols they crew from $392,576,057 in 
1870 tO $835,658,654 in 14880, an increase of $443,062,- 
61. On the other hand, under high tolls and 
charges. they increased only $58,195,711 in the ten 
years from 1860 to 1870. This showsin the clear- 
est way What low or, better yet, no tolls will do 
for the prosperity of all elasses in our country. 

The truth is that all the canal tolls col- 
lected from grain barges have.been in the 
nature of a State tax on exports, and the 
opening of freer routes is teaching New York 
that itisa tax which the traffic will not

Why, Il 
know of telegrams that have been received 
here from different points all around out 
West, saying they were receiving five, ten, 
and twenty cars of cornaday. They wantto 
sell it, too, and are making offers here to sell 
car lots to arrive.” 

The bulls received this statement with in- 
crenelhy and laughed at the idea, while the 
bears felt their backbones stiffen, and Rosen- 
berg immediately offered to buy a “put” on 
November corn at 60 cents all the 
month. The receipts of new corn 
he 9c Sawa in Kansas City were attended to, 

ut the 400 cars that were reported there 
dwindled down considerably when inquired 
into closely, as they ha@been by interested 
parties in the trade. Maj. Joe Sherry, who 
wasin Kansas City yesterday, put in an ap- 
pearance and was asked as to the truth uf 
the report. 

‘There wasn’t anywhere near 400 cars new 
corn in Kansas City,” said Maj. Sherry. ‘I 
was there and around the tracks and saw 
the corn. About 120 cars new corn came in 
there and these were the receipts for three 
days. With what has been accumulating on the 
tracks this made perhaps 300 cars new corn. 
‘Thisis all in the ear, too, and only about one 
car in ten would grade No. 2. Then it 
would only grade in St. Louis. None of it 
woukl grade No, 2in Chicago. The shelling 
eapacity of the whole of Kansas City is only 
sixty cars a day, and you can bet the rail- 
roads ain't going to allow their tracks to 
block up with this corn.” 

David Dows’ Chicago telegram referred to 
this corn as having only a temporary influ- 
ence upon the market, and also stated that 
fennessee corn was arriving there that only 
roe rejected. Local operators appear- 
ed to be pretty well divided on the question 
of whether corn would grade No. 2 to any ex- 
tent this mouth bere. One party remarked: 

‘I don’t believe that any of the new corn 
recetved here so far should have graded 
No. 2. I tell you the sap is still in the cob, if 
notin the kernel, and it is not fit to grade. 
We could have three months of this kind of 
weather and the corn would not get hard.” 

Several spoke of having received ad- 
vices of plenty of the new crop. to 
come in, and ‘T. Walsingham  Car- 
ter had «a telegram from Billingsly & 
Nanson, from Vandalia, Mo., in which 
the senders said they had 100 cars 
new corn in, that would grade No. 2. There 
was a good deal of this bearish talk that was 
not without its influence on the market. 
Noveniber corn was offered as low down as 
G14, cents, but there was one party 
bidding 61 cents who didn’t get any. A di- 
version was created in favor of polities and 
the election bv Harry Fraley, who came down 
stairs offering to bet $1 to$2 on Mason. Offers 
to bet went around freely, but, as most of 
those present were all pretty much one way 
of thinking, no money was put up. It was 
generally conceded that Broadhead would 
pull through with a majority of from 1,000 to 
3,000. Harrigan had ail of them on his side 
when a bet was offered, though most present 
had voted for Mason. ; Conner 
was pesticnlarty enthusiastic over “Larry, 
who l’ve known many a long year and 
never knew him to do anything that wasn’t 
square.””

A DEAD BURGLAR. 


Was He Mrs. Rancour’s Husband? 
--A Question of Identity. 


A Foiled Burglary at Sullivan, Mo.--Some Un- 
expected Developments. 


Chief of Detectives Frank Watkins recetv- 
ed some correspondence and two pictures 
yesterday from Sullivan, Mo., which partial- 
ly unfolds the history of acrime which has 
some curious and, at the same time, interest- 
ing features aboutit. Onthe 4th inst. the 
telegraphic columns of the Post-DisPatcH 
contained an account of the attempted bur- 
glary of a store in Sullivan by two unknown 
men and the killing of one of them as he war 
trying to get in by an employe, who 
slept in the store. The body of the dead bur- 
glar was cared for, while efforts were made to 


} secure the other, who, however, succeeded in 


making his escape. The correspondence re- 
ceived by Watkins, to-day, was relative to 
the same affair. Upon the day after the ki 
ing of the burglar a telegram was eived by 
the ig mms operator at Sullivan, signed by 
a Mrs. Rancour, who gave her address at No. 
1413 Biddle street, this city. The lady 
asked for a description of the dead 
burglar, together, if possible, with 
a photograph of him. The operator replied 
to the lady, telling her that a description and 
two pictures of the unknown man, taken af- 
ter death, had been forwardod to Watkins 
and that she might see them at his office. 
The pictures were forwarded by Rockwell 
& Martin, the proprietors of 
where the unknown man whs et together 
with an account of the attempted burglary 
and the circumstances of the killing. An em- 
plove of the firm, sleeping in the store, 
had been awakened at an early hour on the 
morning of the 3d inst., by a noise at the 
front door. He took his pistol and conceal- 
ing himself waited until the two men had 
turned the door key from the outside witha 
pair of ‘‘outsiders. Just as they were enter- 
ing the door he fired hitting one of the men 
in the head. The man fell to the floor, and 
the other not waiting to help 
his companion made his escape. 
Nothing on the dead burglar 
gave any clew to his name or residence. All 
that was found on his person were the revol- 
ver and ‘outsiders’ with which entrance to 
the store had-been effected. The pictures 
were taken and on the same day came the in- 
quiry from Mrs. Rancour. Yesterday after- 
noon, on receipt of the correspondence, De- 
tective Desmondjwas detailed to look up Mrs. 
Rancour. He visited No. 1413 Biddle street 
whence the telegram was sent but 
she had left there. From a 
neighbor the detective learned that she 
had moved to No. 1616 Cerre street, and 
thither the. detective went. Mrs. Rancour 
was found there keeping a small store for 
the sale of notions and ladies goods. Upon 
the detective asking her why she had tele- 
raphed to Sullivan to get a description of 
the dead burglar she told him the followin 
story. She said that on las 
Saturday afternoon a tall slim ‘man 
had called at her place and told her that he 
had jusy come from Sullivan, and he thought 


that thefman who had been shot was her hus- 


band. The lady was greatly startled, as her 
busband had leit home about ten days previ- 
ous to go, as he had told her, to Chicago, on 
business. She said her husband was a sew-

An Interesting Talk. 


The “Mother of the St. Louis Public 
Schools” is a title often given Mrs. Catherine 
Scales, who is adding another year to the 
thirty-six she has taught in this city. She is 
now acting as first assistant of the primary 
grade, room No. 12, at the Jefferson School. 
No other teacher now living has taught as 
many years in our schools, and her long 
term of service, which has been continuuos, 
is probably not equalled by the experi- 
ence of any other teacher in the country. 
Mra. Scales was married very young, and in 
1842 removed from the East with her hus- 
band and children to Kaskaskia, lll. Here 
aseriesof misfortunes made it necessary 
for her to find some means of assisting her 
husband, and she at once organized 
a private school, as it had 
been the wish of her childhood to become a 
teacher. The school was a success in every 
sense but a financial one, as the terms of tul- 
tion were low and the greater amount was 
paid, not in money, but produce, In the fall 
of 1845 Mrs. Scales found herself possessed of 
little more than enough money to pay her 
fare te St. Louis, where she had determined 
to go and open a school in the ex- 
pectation of sharin some of 
the prosperity which seemed to be concen- 
trating at that point. ‘I had neither friends 
nor money,” she added, addressing the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter who had asked to hear of 
herearly experience as a teacher, “and I 
found that it was no easier then than now to 
make headway without them. I was walk- 
ing along the street one day utterly dis- 
couraged with my efforts at interesting peo- 
plein my project, when 1 meta former pu- 
Ml of mine, a daughter of lawyer 
Vhitehead.
